Washington, February 10.— The 
Shackleford $25,000,000 good roads bill 
was passed today by the house. 

The pill, which now goestothe senate, 
appropriates $25,000,000 to be divided, 
$65,000 outright to each state, and the 
remainder among the states the 
basis of population and the number of 
miles of post roads. Each state must 
co-operate by appropriating a dollar 
for every dollar furnished by the fed- 
erad government. 

Georgia Must Act. 

When the Georgia legislature meets 
next summer it will be urged to pro- 
vide a state highway department to 
take charge of federal funds for high- 
way improvefRent, {n accordance with 
the terms of the bill which the house 
passed today. 

The $25,000,009 carried bv the Shackle- 
ford good roads bill is to be expended 
either under the joint management of 
the secretary of agriculture and _ the 
state officials, or by a state highway 
commission. 

As Georgia has ro highway commis- 
now, it must pass legislation at 
the earliest practicable moment to cre- 
ate one, or be penalized by a deduc- 
tion in the amount of the federal fund 
it will receive. Georgia will receive 
$771,260. 

Howard Praises Measure. 

Representative Howard, of Georgia, 
in speaking of the measure, said: “The 
expenditure of the $25,000,000 in con- 
junetion with the states of the union 
will accomplish good than 
like sum ever appropriated by the 
sovernment of the United States in its 
Georgia’s portion of this

“My judgment is that the passage of 
bill will do more to rehabilitate 
the country and induce people to go 
to the farm than anything that

“I do not think it amiss to urge upon 
the people of Georgia, through their 
representatives in the general assem- 
bly, to establish a state department 
authorizing co-operation with the fed- 
eral government in road construction. 

“If Georgia does not, she will be pen- 
alized $77,000 under the clause in the 
bill which deducts 10 per cent from 
states which, by reason of having no 
department to carry out the road con- 
struction, puts that duty upon the fed- 
eral government.”

Coleman says that now and then he 
takes the notion that he wants a holi- 
day from his work and slips out to 
stir around in the outer world, but 
that finally he wants to be back at 
his work and takes a train “home.” He 
said that he didn’t MNnger in Fulton 
county as the Fulton camps were a 
Shade rougher than those of DeKalb. 

When he reached Decatur Tuesday, 
he said, “Well, I've got to go over 
and put on my uniform and get to 
work after dinner.” 

Wihen he has been off on his 
tion,” as he calls them, he has 
written post cards to the county au- 
thorities. They were mailed from va- 
rious points and usually ran about like 
this: 

“Hello, Gents: How are vou getting 
along? I am just fine and dandy. 
Yours truly, a 

Coleman laughingly said today that 
he had traveled much lately over the 
Southern railway.

Harmony, Maine, February 10.—Con- 
fined in a tower of a windmill while 
the whirling sails cut off ‘his only 
means of egress, Hdwin Pike, a farmer, 
was deprived of food and water for 
three days and nights.

Pike said that several types of wind 
mills having failed to give him satis- 
faction, he decided to make his own. 
He had finished the mill and entered 
the crank chamber through an en- 
trance between two of the sails to 
oil the machinery, when the wind arose 
and set the mill in action, making it 
impossible for him to leave without 
risk of serious injury. Would-be res- 
cuers were powerless to aid him, for 
he had neglected to provide any means 
for shutting off the machinery. 

For three days the breeze averaged 
more than thirty miles an hour, driv- 
ing the mill with such velocity that 
communication with Pike was impos- 
sible. Finally the wind dropped enough 
to make it safe to seize the sails and 
stop them.

With letters of indorsement of At-

GREATER WESLEY HOSPITAL. 

Among the most practical philanthropies 
now appealing to the people of Georgia is 
the energetic campaign to enlarge the 
Wesley Memorial hospital in Atlanta. The 
actual labor of the campaign has devolved 
upon the woman's auxiliary, and these en- 
ergetic and broad-spirited women are mak- 
ing significant headway. It is estimated 
that $100,000 will materially widen the facil- 
ities of the hospital and enable it in a meas- 
ure to keep pace with the growth of the 
demands upon it. Asa G. Candler, a trustee 
of the institution, has offered to give three 
dollars for every one dollar raised up to a 
total, from him, of $75,000. This puts the 
whole amount to be raised by the other 
friends of the hospital at the relatively 
negligible figure of $25,000. Mr. Candler’s 
gift is not contingent upon the immediate 
securing of the entire $25,000. As fast as 
part of it is secured he places three times 
that amount on deposit, the complete fund 
drawing interest from that day. Already 
the woman’s auxiliary has raised, from vol- 
untary contributions and without any active 
canvass, more than $3,000. Considering 
that they have until next November to com- 
ply with Mr. Candler’s offer, and that they 
have all Georgia: and, in a sense, the south, 
to draw upon, the consummation of their 


| 


task should entail endeavor that is nominal 
only. 

The Wesley Memorial, while operating 
under denominational auspices, is strictly 
nondenominational in its activities. Its 
doors are open to patients, irrespective of 
religious affiliations. Since its establish- 
ment it has treated cases from every part 
of Georgia and many parts of the south. A 
factor to be remembered is the state-wide 
appeal of the institution. The feature gives 
all Georgia a proprietory interest in the in- 
stitution, a fact that should simplify the 
raising of the contingent fund. 

Two other notable departures of the 
hospital are its charity work and the splen- 
did function it discharges in supplying the 
south’ with trained nurses. The details of 
financial administration would be easy if 
the institution did not respond so nobly to 
the needs of patients who are unable to 
pay. The nurses’ training course is one of 
the most thorough in the south. Every dol- 
lar that Atlanta and Georgia invests in the 
hospital will produce dividends far-reaching 
in influence and time. A rich city and a 
rich state should quickly make the broad- 
ening of a splendid and practical benefac- 
tion an assured fact. 


A CONTRADICTION. 


An irreconcilable contradictaon of opinion 
as to the moral status in Atlanta was dis- 
played in pulpit talks last Sunday by Chief 
Beavers and Dr. A. R. Holderby, of the 
Moore Memorial church. Speaking on the 
progress of betterment in Atlanta at the 
East Side tabernacle, Chief Beavers declared 
that Atlanta is setting the pace for other 
cities throughout the country and sum- 
marized the whole situation when he said 
that “ten years ago, with conditions as they 
then existed, I would not have shown my- 
self in church as chief of police.” Dr. Hol- 
derby, by glaring contrast, pronounced that 
Atlanta is heading toward the infamy of 
Sodom, saying that “Atlanta is under the 
spell of an evil influence today, and if her 
lawlessness is not checked she will become 
like Sodom. The Judases in the 
churches are in league with the whisky 
forces. . From recent developments, 
it is very certain that the liquor crowd is 
dominating the city council, police boards, 
juries and some of the courts.” 

With no abatement of long-standing rever- 
ence for our good and esteemed old friend, 


Dr. Holderby, The Constitution is compelled, 


his views and those of Chief Beavers, the 
chief is eminently correct. And the chief is 
obviously in a position to speak with au- 
thority. 

There is probably no city in the world 
wherein the standard of morals is higher 
than in Atlanta. There is no city where the 
underlying conditions that go to make up 


| and determine the moral tone and reputa- 


tion of a community are healthier or more 
responsive. Atlanta is not perfect. No indi- 
vidual is perfect, and a city is only the 
sum-total of individuals. But the one stan- 
dard is by comparison. Measured by that 
gauge, Atlanta is as nearly morally clean 
and free of corruption of every sort as a 
‘city well may be and steer clear of the mil- 
lennium. Certainly, it is incredible that 
“council, police board and some of the 
courts” are under the domination of “evil” 
and sinister influences. No accusation worse 
than that was brought against New York in 
the rottenest days of Tweed. 

A great many men are living who re- 
member the Atlanta of the old days. Ask 
them. They will tell you that there used to 
be half a dozen gambling hells to the block, 
and often as many saloons. That was when 
public sentiment was sleeping. Today the 
gambling hells and the saloons are gone, 
and, while none of us are qualifying for 
haloes, the officials who govern the city and 
the courts who construe and enforce law 
are clean men. 

Lately, the press has been accused of 
slandering Atlanta before the state and the 
nation. Surely, there could be no more 
damaging and unjust advertisement of At- 
lanta, morally, than is contained in the 
charges of our splendid old friend, Dr. Hol- 
derby, and’ two or three others whose zeal 
has made them just a trifle reckless with 
words. 

It is manifestly unwise to press charges 
of this nature unless they are substantiated 
by proof. Roosevelt said once in Atlanta 
that “to call an honest man a thief was to 
delight the heart of every crook in the 
nation.” To indict the administrative and 
judicial machinery of a whole city, without 
advancing proof, is not only to dishearten 
all the forces making for real good in the 
city, but it is to place the burden of doubt 
upon future good works in which those 
bringing these charges may themselves 
engage.

BACK ON THE FARM. 


“I’ve rented a small farm a few miles 
from town,” said the tonsorial artist, “and 
I am going back to nature’s heart this 
spring Farming is the only free and inde- 
pendent life. I've been barbering so long I 
can taste whiskers. Of course, I haven't 
much capital to begin with, but I'm going to 
some of the auction sales and pick up a team 
of horses and the ~secessary implements.” 

“That's the plan adopted by most town 
imbeciies when they decide to engage in 
agricultural pursuits,” commented the vil- 
lage patriarch. “That’s one reason why 
town men always go broke when they break 
into the country. They buy up all the old 
junk that experienced farmers have cast 
aside as being 1n the nature of an anachron- 
ism, and expect to till the soil with it. When 
I contemplate such doiggs I am inclined to 
exclaim, with the sweet singer of Michigan, 
‘What fools these mortals be°’ 

“If you buy a team of horses at an auc- 
tion sale you are sure to get some old plugs 
which are afflicted with housemaid’s knee 
or mumps or some other disease or blémish 
When a town man buys a team of farm 
horses he should pay a retaining fee to a 
veterinary surgeon and have him examine 
with the X-rays, every horse that is offered 
for sale. After examining 5,000 horses he 
may find two which he can warrent not to 
rip, ravel or run down at the heel. If a 
farmer hasn't good horses to pull his du- 
funnies and other implements, he might as 
well go out of business; and farm horses 
have something wrong with them in almost 
every instance. It would take you a year to 
pick out two horses you could, depend on, 
yet you propose going to an auction sale, 
among strangers, to buy your steeds. 

“That was what J] did, long years ago, 
when I had the-agricultural fever. I bought 
two chargers at an auction sale. They were 
matched to a hair and looked mighty fine, 
and the auctioneer led me behind a haystack 
after the sale was over, and told me con- 
fidentially, as man to man, that I had picked 
up the biggest snap he ever heard of. Then 
he borrowed $2 of me in a friendly way, just 
to show that good feeling prevailed, and I 
led my horses home. The honest old farmer 
who had owned them had spent all his 
waking hours for three weeks getting those 
horses ready for the sale. He had filed their 
teeth down so they looked reasonably young, 
and had inflated the hollows over their eyes, 
for the same purpose: he had dyed them here 
and there with nitrate of silver, so they 
would bé a good match, and had kept them 
standing in a mudhole for days together, to 
take the inflammation out of their front 
feet, for both horses were foundered. 

“You can imagine how indignant I was 
when I discovered all this. I loaded the 
family shotgun, a fine old weapon my grand- 
father used at Lundy’s Lane, and went to 
have an interview with the honest old farm- 
er, but he had moved away to Saskatoon or 
some other jumping off place. 

“T bought a lot of second hand imple- 
ments at the same sale, and they were worse 
than the horses. When I hitched to the 
wagon a front wheel came off and I fell 
overboard and hit my head against a grind- 
stone, and knocked a piece out of it. When 
I got the wheel back on, and started to move 
off, the kingbolt came out, and the wagon 
doubled up like a folding bed and nearly 
broke my back. 

“It was the same way with the plows and 
cultivators and other implements. I had to 
be tying them together with strings and 
wire when I should have been cultivating my 
corn, and the neighboring farmers used to 
come over full of sympathy, to tell me how 
many kinds of a chump I was. When the 
summer was over and the harvest ended I 
was so disgusted I led the two horses down 
to the woods and put them out of their mis- 
ery, and then I made a bonfire of my imple- 
ments and walked back to town to get a 
job in a feed store. 

“If you are bound to begin farming, by all 
means go to it, but see that you have a 
team of real horses, of the kind that paw 
in the valley, and be sure that all your im- 
plements are new and covered with glitter- 
ing red paint.” ' 


FAVORITE RECIPES OF | 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN |

During the cold winter days, there are 
many dishes prepared for the evening meal 
which suggest coziness and are extremely 
appetizing; none is more so than the old- 
fashioned suet dumplings. We often had 
them when I was a child, and | always look- 
ed on them as a “company” dish. I have 
often made them, but no matter how suc- 
cessful my efforts seemed to be, I have 
never thought that I can make them as good 
as my mother did. 

They are made in this way: 

Suet Dumplings. 

One pint of flour, 1 teaspoon of baking 
powder, 1 teaspoon of salt, 1 cup of: finely 
chopped suet, (all skin and fiber removed), 
1 teaspoon of baking powder, fruit. 

Mix the salt, flour and powder. Then 
add the suet and mix to a firm dough with 
ice water. Knead two minutes and then 
roll out to athickness of a half an inch. 

Put a floured cloth on your bread board 
and on this lay your dough and fill with 
sliced apples, cherries, or whatever fruit 
may be desired, and mix in a little sugar 
and cinnamon. Draw up the sides of the 
crust with the cloth so as to completely 
cover all of the fruit.* Tie the cloth, leav- 
ing room for the pudding to swell, and 
drop in a kettle of rapidly boiling water, 
having a wire stand in the bottom of the 
kettle to keep the dumpling from sticking. 
Keep boiling rapidly and constantly for two 
hours. Serve hot wtih cream and sugar ora 
liquod sauce. Maple sugar sauce is very 
good with this.

TRIAL OF 
QUEEN CAROLINE. 


When Queen Caroline of England died 
She gave orders that there should be en- 
raved on her coffin plate “Caroline, the 
Injured Queen of England.” The story of 
her life is a most pathetic one, even if her 


own indiscretions were responsible for a 
good part of her misfortunes. When Caro- 
line died on the morning of August 7, 1821, 
She had completed fifty-three years and 
three months. The happiest part of her life 
was spent in her home in Brunswick, hav- 
ing been the second daughter of the Duke 
of Brunswick. Of the following nineteen 
years spent in England, eighteen of them 
were passed in separation from, and most 
of them in quarreling with her husband, who 
had. become George IV. For the first ten 
years of that period she had lived without 
offense and free from suspicion, but during 
the remainder she was struggling to estab- 
lish a fame which had been wrongly assailed; 
but this was accomplished by such eccentric- 
ity and indiscretion that she almost seemed 
to justify the suspicion under which she 
labored. Justice was not rendered her, for 
she was condemned before she was tried. 

Caroline had married George while he 
was still Prince of Wales. The wedding 
ceremony was‘accomplished by proxy. Her 
husband was a few years her senior, and had 
discarded more than one mistress, and gone 
through a ceremony of marriage with a fas- 
cinating widow of fortune, Lady Fitz-Her- 
bert. At the very time he married Caroline 
of Brunswick he had selected a new favorite 
whom he compelled his wife to accept as her 
Chief lady-in-waiting. 

Even at the ceremony the Prince openly 
Showed his dislike to the Princess, and en 
the very day of the wedding he treated 
her with contempt and neglect. After two 
or three weeks a kind of separation com- 
menced in private, though until parliament 
could meet and settle his pecuniary wants 
— decent appearance was kept up in pub- 

Cc. 

On the 7th of January, 1796, the Princess 
Charlotte was born, and within a few months 
after, the separation, hitherto private, was 
publicly announced. The princess lived al- 
ternately at Kensington and Blackheath. 
Her life there, though it no doubt was ex- 
aggerated, was far from discreet. Her al- 
most inordinate love for children led her to 
the adoption of the child of a poor workman, 
which threw grave suspicions on her morali- 
ty, and the charge was made that the adopt- 
ed boy was her illegitimate child and that 
her villa at Blackheath was the scene of 
acts as discreditable as those of her hus- 
band. 

At last, in the Autumn of 
rumors assumed the character 
charges on the part of the wife 
Douglas, an officer of marines, whose resi- 
dence was near to that of the princess at 
Blackheath. The Douglases made a lengthy 
statement to improper familiarities with Sir 
Sidney Smith, Captain Mamby, Lawrence, the 
artist, and the Honorable Mr. Hood, and Lady 
Douglas declared that the princess had con- 
fessed to her that the adopted child was her 
Own son, and that he was born at Montague 
House early in November, 1803. 

When this story was circulated. an ef- 
fort was started to arrive at the truth. With 
this object, a commission was issued to in- 
Quire into the truth. The inquiry that en- 
sued, protracted over five months, was secret 
and entirely exparte. 

Not only Lady Douglas was examined, 
but also the attendants and servants upon 
the princess, and no one was allowed to be 
present at the trial on her part, though Sir 
Samuel Romilly, as attorney Seneral, attend- 
ed on behalf of the crown during a portion 
of the proceedings. 

When at last the evidence was brought to 
a close, it was not until a month after the 
report of the commissioners, entirely ac- 
quitting her of the imputed maternity of 
her protege had been forwarded to the king, 
that a copy of it was transmitted to the 
princess herself, with the depositions of the 
witnesses. 

At the trial all the statements made by 
Lady Douglas were denied by the attendants 
and acquaintances of Caroline. When the 
Douglas story was thoroughly disproved, the 
charge of improper familiarity with Captain 
Manby was taken up. This too was disprov- 
ed, and on April 22 it was recorded by the 
cabinet that not only the main charges were 
completely disproved, but that “all other 
particulars of conduct brought in accusation 
against her royal highness to which the 
character of criminality could be ascribed 
were satisfactorily contradicted, or rested 
on evidence undeserving of credit.” 

But the estrangement of the prince and 
princess was beyond reparr, and she went 
abroad to live. Finally the prince became 
King George IV and the princess returned 
to be crowned with him, but this was re- 
fused and a bill was brought into the House 
of Lords charging Caroline with a “series 
of acts highly unbecoming her majesty’s 
rank and station while on the continent.” 
This trial was begun on August 17, 1820, and 
lasted for two months, but nothing more than 
indiscretions could be proved against Queen 
Caroline, and the bill of pains and penalties 
was abandoned. The queen survived less 
than a@ year. 
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Revival of the Minuet.

Thus, for instance, Mr. Aus- 
ten Leigh on the eighteenth century minuet: 
“It was not every one who felt qualified to 
make this public exhibition, and those ladies 
who intended to dance minuets used to dis- 
tinguish themselves by wearing a particular 
kind of lappet on their headdress. I have 
heard also another curious proof of the re- 
spect in which this dance was held. Gloves 
immaculately clean were considered requisite 
for its due performance, while gloves a jit- 
tle soiled were thought good enough for a 
country dance; and accordingly some pru- 
dent ladies provided themselves with two 
pairs for their several purposes.”’

“The Strand” is the name borne for a 
brief distance by London’s most famous ani 
important street. 

However, the casual tourist will not rec- 
ognize this street by its name If he met it 
anywhere else. London streets change their 
names more frequently than American ac- 
tresses, and the Strand travels under a dozen 
aliases. It begins as Cannon street, and 
after dodging around 8t. Paul's cathedral be- 
comes Ludgate Hill. A few blocks west it 
becomes confused at Ludgate circus and 
changes its name to Fleet street. Without 
warning it then becomes the Strand and 
sweeps majestically along for half a mile or 
more, greatly congested by motor busses and 
churches, both of which occupy the middle 
of the street on the slightest provocation— 
though the churches are less dangerous than 
the motor busses, as they have refused to 
budge for hundreds of years. 

Presently the Strand reaches Trafalgar 
square, at which point it explodes into al- 
most a dozen great streets, the pieces of 
which have never been satisfactorily col- 
lected by any one but a native of the city 
There is a suspicion that Picadilly its really 
the Strand in disguise and that after travel 
ing as Picadilly it changes if{ts name and 
escapes from the city as Kensington road, 
but this is disputed. 

Anyway the Strand is an extremely busy 
street under any and all of its names. It 
is an eighteen-hour-a-day riot of busses, 
taxicabs and trucks, being one of the stow 
streets by which east Londoners can get to 
West London and vice versa. It is so crowd- 
ed that it is gradually being enlarged to take 
care of the great growth of business, and the 
fronts of Fleet street have been peeled off 
by eminent beauty specialists. 

The Strand under its various names con- 
tains most of the newspaper offices of Lon- 
don, most of the lawyers and all of the law. 
the most exciting theaters and hotels of the 
city and places where umbrellas can be 
bought for fifty cents. It varies in age from 
800 years to yesterday. A hundred kings 
have passed along its winding way and seven 
hundred years ago the traffic police held up 
knights in armor instead of taxicabs while 
pedestrians passed over. The most impres- 
sive buildings on the Strand are the Law 
Courts and the Galety theater, and both the 


Crusades and Florodora began their ex- 
istence on this street.

One Man Killed. 

At Albany the shock was severe 
enough to shake pictures from the 
walls of the capitol, and at Binghamton 
a laborer was killed by the caving in 
of a trentch in which he was working. 
At Fort Plain the heavy doors of a 
bank vault shook under the influence 
of the quake and from other parts of 
the state the falling of chimneys, 
swaying of hauses and destruction of 
fragile objects was reported. 

In New York city the preliminary 
tremor was felt at 1:85:15. At 1:35:45 
the shock had reached its maximum in- 
tensity and at 1:37:30 the movement 
subsided altogether, making the total 
duration of the quake two and one- 
quarter minutes, as given by the seis- 
mograph. The period in which the 
shock was perceptible by man was 
from ten to thirty second and started 
in a majority of cases about 1:35. 

So far as known the movement was 
from northwest to southeast with the 
boundary lines of the territory af- 
fected converging to a point in the 
Atlantic. 

The initial movement was at points 
near the upper Atlantic seaboarj about 
1:35 and extended to places in the 
northern parts of New York state 
about three minutes later, reaching Al- 
bany at 1:38, Watertown at 1:39 and 
Rochester at 1:37. From points be- 
tween these cities the movement is 


reported to have taken place be- 
tween 1:34 and 1:37. No seismographic 
records being obtainable from the lo- 
calities, the time given in these cases 
deals with the moment when the 
shock was felt. . 


Disturbance in Massachusetts. 


Points in central Massachusetts re- 
port the disturbance to have occurred 
shortly before the time given by the 
seismograph of the Museum of Natural 
History of New York. At Philadelphia 
the shock was felt at 1:33 and George- 
town university, at Washington, D. C., 
reports that its seismograph marked 
the first tremor at 11:41 this morning, 
recording the actual shock at 1:34. The 
seismograph of the Harvard geological 
observatory, Cambridge, Mass., re- 
corded the first tremor at 1:33:25 and 
marked total subsidence of the disturb- 
ance at 1:45:34, overlapping both in 
initial movement and end of quake the 
records taken in New York city. 

According to Dr. Edmund O, Hovey, 
curator of geology of the American 
Museum of Natural Histery, the char- 
acter of the record left by seismograph 
in his institution shows that the move- 
ment of the quake was not attended 
by great lateral oscillations. Slight 
tremors were resgistered on his instru- 
ment yesterday at irregular intervals, 
and throughout the last twenty-four 
hours slight disturbances were re-

corded, their general character indi- 
cating that the movement was slignt 
and entirely local. 

Last Eearthquake Registered. 

The last earthquake registered by 
the selsmograph of the American mu- 
seum took place on November 8, 1912, 
and occurred in Alaska. The vibra- 
tions then were twice as great as those 
made today. No local seimic disturb- 
@nce comparable in magnitude with the 
one recorded today can be recalled by 
the attaches of the museum. The last 
earthquake felt in New York § took 
place in the territory of Charleston, 
5S. «., in 1886. In 1884 a general dis- 
turbance took place over the greater 
part of the area affected today. 

According to James 8S. Kemp, head of 
the department of geology of Colum- 
bia university, the movement today fol- 
lowed in northern New York the line 
of the Champlain Fault, while in Can- 
ada it may have traveled along the 
Logan Fault, both of them huge fis- 
sures in the strata of the older rock 
masses, and themselves the products of 
earthquakes. 

The only. part of greater New York 


which felt the shock of the earthquake 
severely enough to alarm the popula- 
tion was the heights section of Brook- 
lyn, where those who had sensed the 
shock were under the impression that 
an explosion had occurred. In many 
Manhattan office buildings a = slight 
tremor was felt, but the disturbance 
Was not great enough to cause excite- 
ment, No accidents due to the quake 
were reported,

Oklahoma. 


——— 


New York, February 10.—A ship load 
of negroes, mostly farmers and their 
wives from Oklahoma, waited here to- | 
day for. Alfred C. Sam to lead them, 
Oo a new negro Utopia on the gold coast | 
of Africa. The negro farmers were, 
induced to come here, they said, by 
Sam, who had been coilecting | 
nizers from Oklahoma, Texas and Mis- 
sissippi. More negroes were expected | 
from Galveston and the west, and it| 
was said that eighty-six were coming 
from Boston. 

The steamer in which the negroes 
expected to seek the gold coast was 
the old Curityba, of the’ Munson line, ' 
which formerly plied between New 
York and Cuba. An officer of the Mun- 
son line said today that Curityba was 
sold a short time ago to the Akim 
Trading company, of this city, in which 
Sam is supposed to be interested. 

Says He's African Chief. 

Sam, according to the colonists, rep- 
resents himself to be an African chief. 
Reports of his activities have come 
from time to time from the south and 
southwest and New York negroes were 
greatly stirred up today by conflicting 
reports regarding his project. 

The negroes on board were in the 
best of spirits and/talked in glowing 
terms of a sovereign land where they 
would have their own government and 
their own religion. ‘ 

In the absence of Sam, who, they 
said, was in Boston looking out for 
recruits, the party is under the leader- 
ship of A. Davis, an old negro Baptist 
clergyman, Davis told them that they 
are to form a new church in the prom- 
ised land, to be called the Church of 
God. Religioug zeal seemed to sway 
the party as much as their desire to 
better their worldly «circumstances. 

More Negroes Are Ready. 

Wreleetka, Okla., Pebruary 10.—Be- 
tween 500 and 700 negroes from va- 
rious parts of OKlahoma are gathered 
here, the headquarters Of Chief Sam's 
African colony. News that Sam could 
not be found in New York today cre- 
ated consternation among the colonists. 
Last week they were told to report 
at Galveston, Texas, on February 15 
and prepare to sail for the gold coast 
five days fater. They were advised 
yesterday to postpone their plans, as 
the ship would not reach Galveston for 
three weeks. 

. Chief Sam has been at work in Okla- 
homa several months organizing the 
colony. When he left for New York 
with eighteen other negroes a week 
ago yesterday, it is reported that he 
carried with him between $65,000 and 
$75,000 subscribed by his followers to 
finance the project. 

The negroes have been charged $25 
each to be taken to Africa. They are 
to pay their railroad fare to Galves- 
ton. 

Sam claims to be chief of the Ashan- 
tee tribe of African natives. His 
scheme repeatedly has been denounced 
as a fraud.

fused to-grant a rehearing of its ouster 
decree against certain lumber compa- 
nies, charged with violating the state 
anti-trust laws, or to modify its judg- 
ment under which eleven companies 
were orderéd unconditionally to leave 
the state. 

The effect of the decision is uncer- 
tain, for f Justice Lamm refused 
to explain”, saying the decree spoke 
for itself. A clause in the decree by 
which the supreme court retains juris- 
diction of the cases has created the 
impression among attorneys here that 
if the companies pay the fines assessed 
against them and demonstrate that 
in the fature they will obey the laws, 
the decree of ouster will be suspended, 
or at least that the court will not en- 
force the ouster while the companies 
are on good behavior. The ouster 
against the Standard Oil company was 
suspended by the supreme court last 
year, and attorneys expect the court 
to take similar action in the lumber 
case.

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ROUND GLOBE RACE 


Sanction Asked for World- 
Circling Aeroplane Con- 
test—Believed Governors 
Will Grant Sanction. 


New York, February 10.—The Aero 
Club of America today received formal 
application for a sanction for the pro- 
posed “round-the-world” aeroplane 
race to start from the Panama-Paci- 
fic exposition at San Franciseo next 
vear. The board of governors tomor- 
row will consider the matter and it is 
believed sanction will be granted. The 
next step would be to arrange detalls 
for the race and to notify the Inter- 
national Aeronautical Federation, of 
which the Aero club:is the American 
member. 

It is probable that 400 aero clubs in 
many countries will be asked to ar- 
range aeronautical events during ‘the 
time the world race is in progress, 
so that participants in the race may 
have the benefit of the meets and. the 
aero clubs have the coming of the rac- 
ing aviators as an attraction. In this 
manner it is purposed to have the clubs 
co-operate in raising $700,000 of the 
$1,000,000 in prize money promised for 
contestants circling the globe within 
ninety days. 

Tow Tentative Routes. 


Two tentative routes, the Aero club 
announced, have been suggested. One 
is 22,760 miles and the other 21,080 
miles in length. The routes are identi- 
cal from San Francisco eastward as far 
as Kamehatka. Thence on to Sitka, 
Alaska. the two courses differ, one 
proceeding by way’ of Kast cape over 
Behring straits to the Cape of Wales, 
and the second by way of Atlantian 
QGhian to Cape Elizabeth, Alaska. By 
avoiding the Behring straits in the 
second route 1,680 miles would be 
saved. ; 

The Aero club plans to arrange for 
all cormmpeting machines to be equipped 
with wireless telegraph outfits with a 
radius of 70 miles. Stations where 
aviators could land to obtain supplies 
and make repairs would be established 
at one or two hundred-mile intervals 
in localities where transportation is 
not rapid. Air scouts would be sta- 
tioned along the route to assist the 
aviators,

‘CURTIS PREDICTS 
A 24-HOUR FLIGHT 
ACROSS ATLANTIC 


New York, February 10.—Glenn H. 
Curtis, the American aviator, predicted 
on his return from Europe today that 
the proposed twenty-four hour flight 
across the Atlantic this summer will 
be successful if weather conditions are 
right. Mr. Curtis came back to super- 
vise the construction for Rodman Wan- 
amaker of the flying boat in which the 
attempt will be made. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “this new 
flying machine,. which is larger than 
anything we have attempted, will 
‘make the 1,600-mile flight from St. 
Johns, N. F., to the Irish coast, at the 
rate of 70 miles an hour without a 
stop. The machine will be able to 
earry enough gasoline for the long 
trip, and will burn from 15 to 20 gal- 
lons an hour. 

“The new machine will carry at least 
two men. I shall not make the trip 
myself, as I do not consider that I 
know enough about navigation to do 
the trick. It should be a navy flier 
who takes charge of the trans-Atlantic 
flight. There are navy officers here 
and on the other side who are capable 
enough to make the flight. We prac- 
tically have decided on the men, but T 
should prefer to have Mr. Wanamaker 
announce the names. 

“Tt suspect that the machine will be 
ready in June, and that it will be 
brought to New York for some trial 
flights before being shipped to St. 
Johns. In August, when the proposed 
flight is to take place, weather condi- 
tions should be ideal for the attempt.”

Evers Is Canned by Murphy: 
Baseball Leaders Threaten 


To Make Player Free Agent 


New York, February 10.—The Na- 
tional baseball commission went into 
secret conference here last tonight. No 
announcement was made as to what 
was being discussed, but it was learned 
at midnight that the commission had 
ordered Johnny Evers to appear be- 
fore it with a copy of his contracts 
with the Chicago National League 


club. 
Evers earlier had been deposed as 
manager of the Cubs. 


The unheralded gathering of the 
highest powers of organized baseball 
came as the climax of a rapid sequence 
of baseball developments attending the 
meeting of the National league, which 
almost incidentally, as it seemed, an- 
nounced its 1914 playing schedule. It 
was coincident, too, with a gathering 
of Federal league magnates in this 
city with no one«knew what menace 
to the interests of the organized game. 

Secret Session of Magnates. 

President Ban Jolinson, of the Amer- 
ican league, which will hold its sched- 
ule meeting here tomorrow, arrived 
tonight and, shortly afterward went 
into secret session with Governor John 
K. Tener, of Pennsylvania, president 
of the National league, and Garry 
Herrmann, chairman of the national 
commission, the three comprising the 
membership of the cewmmission. 

The commission took no one into 
its confidence and it was several hours 
before it was known a meeting was 
in progress. The news came when 
the commission issued its summons 
for Evers to appear before it. It was 
said, however, that it might be tomor- 
row or Thursday before Evers would 
appear in person. 

The action of: Charles W. Murphy 
in ousting Evers as manager creates 
an apparent undercurrent of hostility 
toward the Chicago club’s president 
amon leaders of organized baseball 
and the commission's order to Evers 
to produce his contracts was consid- 
ered significant. Evers discussed the 
contents of the documents freely after 
his disposal. ‘ 

Contract for Five Years. 

Each contract is for five years, begin- 
ning with the season for 1913, accord- 
ing to Evers, one calling for his serv- 
ices aS manager and the other as 
Player. Evers claimed the contracts 
were interlocking, so that when he was 
dropped as manager the Chicago club 
automatically dispensed with his play- 
ing services. He declared this left 
him a free agent. 

Murphy and Henry O'Day, Cincin- 
nati’s manager in 1912, whom Murphy 
announced as Evers’ successor, would 
not discuss the matter of contracts. It 
is known, however, that Murphy holds 
a view opposite to that of Evers, and 
itis expected he will claim Evers’ 
services as a player. 

What action the national cOmmission 
will take was not known tonight, but 
baseball observers considered almost 
anything is likely to happen-—includ- 
ing possible measures of discipline to- 
ward President Murphy if the commis- 
sion found the Chicago club owner 
acted too hastily. 

The commission may decide, it was 
said, to uphold Evers’ view and declare 
him a free agent. 

Evers Very Sore. 

‘T will never play for Murphy again 
under any condition,” declared John J. 
Evers,. deposed magidger of the Chi- 
cago Nationals, when the news that he 
had been dropped: aB’ manager, to be 
succeeded by Henry O'Day, became 
known at the uptown hotel where the 
National league’s schedule meeting was 
in progress. ' 

“| have been approached by the Fed- 
erals and have held conferences with 
some of them, but I would rather be 
with the ‘old boy,’” he added. 

This was accepted by everyone as a 
reference to Frank Chance, and imme- 
diately there were rumors of Evers’ 
coming over to the New York Ameri- 
cans, who need a second baseman, 
Rollie Zeider, groomed by Chance for 
that position, having deserted to the 
Federals. : 

Evers Tells Story. 


Evers was bitter. He said that im- 
mediately after the city series last 
fall between the C@hicago Americans 
and Nationals had been won by the 
Americans, Murphy found fault with 
him for being in the company of Jim- 
my Callahan. 

“"Why do you go around with the 
opposition?” asked Murphy,” Evers de- 
clared: “ ‘you've lost $50,000 for me by 
losing the series.’ 

“I replied by asking how much did 
he think I made for him in 1908 when 
Merkle forgot to touch second? Wihen 
he said, ‘Probably $200,000,’ I said, 
‘Well, that’s more than even up.’ 

“On December 27 we had another 
run-in, Dut we patched it up. I went 
gut and signed up five players. Then 1 
asked Murphy to draw up a contract 
equitable to both the club and myself, 
so that [I could not be discharged in 
ten minutes. He promised to meet: me 
a week from the following Saturday, 
but telephoned my wife on the day 
that he could not meet us. Since then 
we have not come to any agreement.” 

The term of Evers’ contract with the 
club as manager and player could not 
be ascertained, but Evers had a brief 
oe with Governor Tener, who told 
1im: 

“Do not act hastily. 
your contract, but I assure you that 
you can depend upon justice being 
done you when J] take up this matter.”

SCHEDULE ANNOUNCED 
BY NATIONAL LEAGUE 


New York, February 10.—The 1914 
playing schedule of the National league 
as announced here tonight, following 
the annual meeting of the schedule 
committee, calls for the opening of the 
season on Tuesday, April 14, and the 
final game on October 7. According 
to a notice accompanying the schedule 
no changes shall be made that will con- 
flict with the American league playing 
dates, and double-headers shall not be 
scheduled for conflicting dates except 
by the consent of President Johnson of 
the American league. An exception to 
this ruling is made on the final trip 
of the season, to be exercised only in 
the case of absolute necessity. There 
are but four conflicting dates, how- 
ever, all of which occur in Chicago, 
these being May 10, 81, July 6 and 
September: 13.

STOCKS IMPROVED 


But the Main Movement 
During the Session Was 
Downward — Bonds Were 
Irregular. 


New York, February 10.—The stock 
market held fast today to the approxi- 
mate level of prices which has pre- 
vailed for the last fortnight. The pub- 
‘lic following attracted by the recent 
advance appeared to have fallen away 
and efforts of personal operators to 
inaugurate a decisive movement one 
way or the other were again ineffect- 
ive. Today’s main movement was 
downward, and on the decline some of 
the less active shares broke sharply. 
Fluctuations of the representative 
stocks, however, were not large, and 
.in the late session the market im- 
proved. 

The improved tone of the later deal- 
ings was influenced by the United 
States Steel corporation's monthly fig 
ures of unfilled tonnage. The increase 
of 331,000 tons in unfilled orders méas- 
ured up fully with expectations. It 
was the first gain in more than a year 
and furnished tangible evidence of re- 
ports during the last few weeks of 
better conditions in the steel trade. 
Taken in conjunction with the strong 
showing made yesterday in the Copper 
Producers’ report and the decrease in 
idle freight cars disclosed in the last 
statement, it confirmed the judgment 
of Wall street that positive improve- 
ment in general business 
was at hand. 

Perhaps the most active influence in 
bringing about the early decline in 


stocks was free selling for foreign ac- 
count. The Amsterdam market (for 
American securities was upset by the 
recent collapse of Rock Island stocks 
and collateral bonds and by the severe 
drop in mercantile marine issues fol- 
lowing the decision of the _ British 
courts yesterday against the White 
Star line in a damage auit growing out 
of the sinking of the Titanic. 

Arbitrage brokers said that holdings 
of both the Rock Island and the mer- 
cantile marine securities in Amsterdam 
were heavy, and that much of today's 
selling came from that point. 

Sales for foreign account were 30,000 
to 40,000 shares. Mercantile marine 
bonds rallied after a further break of 
416. Rock Island stocks and bonds 
met with better support today, On ac- 
count of statements that reorganiza- 
tion plans now under consideration do 
not contemplate a receiver. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $3,955,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on cail. 


ALBANY DRUGGIST

IN LATE DEALINGS 


WILSON AND LEADERS 
TO CONFER ON TRUSTS 


Amendments to the Tentative 
, Bills to Be Considered 
Today. 


» Washington, February 10.—Having 
Yeliberated several weeks on the anti- 
trust legislative program as suggested 
by President Wilson, members of the 
senate tnterstate commerce committee 
are ready to consult the president with 
regard to proposed amendments to ten- 
tative bills, and a conference has been 
arranged at the white house for to- 
morrow. 

Republican senators on the commit- 
tee who have suggested amendments 
to the interstate trade commission Dill 
and the measures to supplement the 
Sherman act, have been urged to join 
with the democrats in this conference. 
It is the purpose of the administration 
leaders to keep the trust question out 
of a party caucus, if possible, and to 
this end the republicans continually 
are being urged to. participate in the 
framing of the bilis in committee. 

Aside from communicating their own 
ideas to the president as to tentative 
bills, the members of the committee 
desire also to get irther suggestions 
from the chief executive. Some of the 
matters to be discussed will be: 

Amendment of the interstate trade 
commission bill to es.vend the powers 
of the proposes body somewhat, but

without conferring any administrative 
authority; also to exclude from pwb- 
licity trade secrets and lists of cus- 
tomers required to be furnished by cor- 
porations. 

A’ dill or an amendment to the trade 
relations measure to regulate holding 
companies and to prevent holding com- 
Panies as restricting competition. 

Amendments to the tentative bills 
designed to prevent interlocking di- 
rectorates and defining restraints of 
trade under the Sherman act. 

Since hearings began before house 
committees on the trust bills there has 
been considerable opposition express- 
ed to the Shermanlaw definitions bill. 
lt has been argued by several business 
men and also by members of congress 
that to specifically define various acts 
as in restraint of trade, would weaken 
instead of strengthen the Sherman act. 
the administration leaders have 
not considered abandoning the defint- 
tions bill, but suggestions for amend- 
ing it have been advanoed. 

Though President Wilson has not in- 
dicated that he has any proposals in 
mind for amendment of the tentative 
bills, some members of the committee 
believe he may have some valuable 
suggestions for perfecting these meas- 
ures. It still is proposed to have the 
bills ready for congress by March 1, if 
possible.
